On the 'Currant, His Honour received a Letter from Wenemouett * 
Sagamore, Dated at St. George’s, July 19th. 1716. in the words follow, 
jng, Viz- 

Great Governour, _ , 

T HIS Day we Jaw lour Exprefsfent to Copt Gyles, where,n you fay you ex¬ 
pel/ tweet us at Cafco-Bay, but we infill on meeting at Pemmaquid, by 
■reafon tb.it Cafco it Jo jar, and it’s now a very bufy time with us, and we pray 
you would Condefcend to us in meeting us there, and we will without jail meet 
you there ; by reafon you inf,ft on our now meeting, we can't have only our own 
Tribe, but ,M rather Cboofe to have th'ofe oj Canada Vc. with us through wbofe 
weans we have been bindred meeting you ’till tbis time, We defire your 
with all Difhatcb , and are now waiting here for tbe fatne : And leatt the Ve\}eL 
thro Contrary Winds Jbould be detained, webave fent a Canoo with two Men, who 
will bring us your Anfwer with all fpced : We Salute Tou Great Governour , and 
ere your Friends ,

Vilieh beihff Communicated to His Majefty’s Council, they were of 
Advice, that the following Letter Ihould be wrote inAnfwer thereto viz 
Wenemouett, 1 Falmouth, July z,fi 1?z6 ' 

T Chief Sachem, S at Five a-Clock Afternoon. 

HIS P ay at three a-Cloch Afternoon, we received fuel: a Letter from 
you by the Schooner, in Anfvsr to Ours,as we could not have expelled, 
iecauje contrary to your Engagements in your Treaty ; You fay you expelt us 
at Pemmaquid, under pretence of it's being a bufy time , and the Difficulty 
c f coming hither , you ought to have order d your Bufinefs to Comport with 
your Engagements : We have been waiting here fame days in ExpeFtat-ion of 
meeting you, to Ratify and Confirm the Peace according to the Articles Sti¬ 
pulated and Agreed on at Boiion lafi Winter. Capt. Sander’s who carries 
this Letter will tarry Three Days, and on his return you may if you pleale 
{by Gods Permiffion) have fafe Conduit & Paffage hither with him, with as 
many as can be Accommodated on Board the Sloop, fully prepared to Ratify 
the Articles agreed on, which is what we juftly expelt, having 'not failed of 
Punltual and Honourable Compliance of what was engaged on our part 5 
toe bid you heartily farewell. YVtn. DUMMER.

On the Z3 d. the aforementioned Indians came hither, and waited ou¬ 
tlie Lieut. Governour, with a Meilage from their Sagamore Wenemouett 
That they were lent to know whether His Honour was Arrived here 
or nor. The Lieut. Governour Acquainted them that the Lieut. Gover- 
Hour, of Pifcataqua , and Major Mafcarene from Nova Scotia, JameGen- 
tlemen that were at the Treaty at Bojton, were now with him here to re¬ 
ceive the Ratification of the Treaty from the Indian Tribes : That he 
had received the Letter from Wanemouett their Sachem, and had wrote an 
AnfWer thereto per Capt. Sanders., but leail that ihould miicarry, he 
would fend a Copy of it by them : And they having refrelhed tnem- 
relves, and received Neceifaries for their Return, were Difpatched about.

Lt.Gov- There is here Prefent the Lieut- Governour of the Province of 
the AlaJJacbufettsBay, and His Majefty‘sCouncil of faid Province, The 
Lieut. Governour of New - Hampjhire , with feveral of His Majefty’s 
Council of faid Province, and Major Paul Mafcarene from the Govern¬ 
ment of Nova-Scotia or V Acadia, and we are come Purfuant to the 
Treaty of Peace lately had at Bojlon, and to receive the Ratification of 
the faid Treaty from you. We are ready to ratify the Articles of the 
Treaty on Our Part, and we fuppofe you are alfo ready to Ratify the 
fame on your Part, and that‘s what we have to fay now. 

Loron, 1 The Lieut.Goyemour has mentioned the fame thing that we 
Speaker.S are come for,The Treaty we had the laftWinter fo far asit was 
then finifhed,There are none but thePenokfcut-Trikehere at pre¬ 
fent,Others that we expected are not here at this Place,which is thePlace 
the Government expected we fhould meet at, We fent MefTengers to the 
other Tribes, and acquainted them of the time the GovernourAppointed 
to meet, but that being fo foon, they are not yet come, we fent to the 
Canada Trikes to come over to the Treaty according to rheTime appointed 
by the Governour, but they have not come, they have fent a Letter,and 
two Wampom Belts, one to the Governour,and one to th cPenokfcut Trike. 

LtGov • Who do you mean by the Canada Indians. 

loron. We mean the Narridgivocks, St.Francois & tVoivenock Indians. 

Lt.Gov . What do you mean by giving an Anfwer to the Canada In¬ 
dians Letter. 

loron. The St. Francois Indians as we have faid fent to the Com- 
millioners lately fent to Canada, and gave for Anfwer, that this Govern¬ 
ment fhould go to Mount-Royal, when we Treated with them, that fo we 
fh >uld all be before Our Fathers- 

LtGov. What do you mean by the Canada Indians Letter, I never 
received any Letter of their’s- 

Loron. We mean the Belt that was fent. 

Lt Gov. Do you mean by the Letter any thing that was faid at Cana¬ 
da before the Treaty was held at Bofion. 

loron, \ We mean only what was faid atCanada thisSpring nothing 
Speaker. J before, When the Belt was fent to the Governour, meaning 
the Canada Indians Belt, there was Letters fent of the T.Qtb. 

June & t Jl of July from Wenemouett then at St. Georges, to defire that 
as the Governour was the furtheft from the Canada Indians, that he would 
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fend ail Anfwer to Wenemouett, that we may both joyn in the Anfwer to 
the Canada Indians as we were Brothers. 

Lf.Gov. You may go on, I would have you to fay, all you have at 

^ Ix ho 1 1 when we fent the Letter and Belt from th e Canada Indians, 

that we mould receive an Anfwer to it for Our further Proceeding, but in- 
ftead of that we received the Governor's Direction to meet him here for the 
Ratification of the Treaty. As to the firft Motions of Peace when we heard 
of it from the Governour we were very glad of ir and were ready to join in 
the Peace and made Propofals in older to effect it, and particularly about 
the Lands*.and the EagliJH quitting the twoHoufes, viz Richmond & Sr.George’s, 
which the Government did not fee caufe to come into ; if they had, we with 
the other Indians (hould all have come into a Peace before now and there 
would be no Difficulty with the others ; not that the Houfes/hould be re¬ 
moved at a great dift/nce, but that the Boufe at Sr. Georges, flwuld be re¬ 
moved to Pemmaquid, and that at Richmond to Arrcwfick, for the Tradmg- 
Houfes. As for the PenobfcutifTribc they are fo careful tha-t they will do 
every thing that is juft, That there (hall be no Breach or M.funaerttand,rg 
for the future, but that the Tribes round about us might approve of evety 
thing we do, it Was further mentioned in theTreaty.that if any or theTribes 
fhould rife or break up what was therein Agreed on, or lift up the Watcher,, 
we fhall all joyn in Suppreffing them, and fo we now Agree. We have 
nothing further to offer novy. 

LtGov. Befvdes what I mentioned at firft,that thefeveralGovernments 
are come down to receive the Ratification of the Peace from you, There 
are Gentlemen here prefent from the Government of the Province of the 
Maffachufetty Bay, to Prove the Englijh Rights to the Land Eartward, 
purfuant to the aforefaid Treaty, fo that you may perceive we are come 
fully provided to make good the Treaty on Our Parr, according to ohei- 
Articles Agreed on. That is all I have to fay. 

Lor on. We have no more to fay to Night. 

LtGov. To Morrow is the Lord’s-Day,upon which we do no Biifinefs. 
On Monday we will give you an Anfwer to what you have faid ; and, 
we will Order the fame Signal when we are ready as we did to Day. 

Loren. To Morrow is our Sabbath-day, and we alfo keep the Day.

Gentlemen, 

Before we proceed it is neceffary that you give us a true and full 
Account why the Narridgwock Indians are not here , as you have engaged: 
for them in the treaty made at Bofton which now lies on the Table : We 
have cohfidered of what you faid to us, at our meeting on Saturday la ft, and 
as to the Fropofals- of the Narridgwock & other Tribes, that the Treaty 
be held at Mount-Royal, we fay that's its contrary to the Articles of Peace 
made at Bofton, and therefore deferves no Anfwer , and you know that we 
always told you, that it was beneath the Honour of the Engliih Government 
to Treat with Me Indians in a French Country, and as to the Infinuations 
of the Canada Indians, that our Commijf oners begun a Treaty there , it is 
not true, for our CommiJJioners were fent there to Demand of the French 
Governour in the flame o/King GEORGE not to ajfft the Indians in the 
War againfl us, and alfo to Reftore all the' Englifh Captives in thatGovern- 
ment, which they declared to the Governour of Canada as foots as they Ar¬ 
rived, and that they had no other Buftnefs in that Country. 

As to the Two Houfes you except againft., you may Remember you were 
told at Bofton, that King GEORGE had a. Right to build Houfes where 
he pleafed within his Dominions , and we have not built any Houfes on Lands- 
in the Eaftern Parts but what we have Furchafed, and are ready to prove 
the Title , and that the Houfes mentioned: were not kept for Offence after the 
Ratification, but as they were mod "Conveniently Scituated in the Judgment 
of the Government of the Maflacluiietts for Supplying the Indians, which we 
then concluded you had refled Satisfied with, and you may depend that me 
Shall not depart from that or any other of our Engagements : This is all we have 
to fay to you atFrefentyf you ctefire it,it fa!! ail be repeated to-you over- again .

When the two firft went to Bc(}o»\ we hacJ not full Power 
to adt,& to do for the Tribes,but when Loron return’d from Bofton xoPe- 
tvbfcut, then I fcnt a Young Man with him to Arreraguntecook , and they 
were all very ready to come into what the Penobjcuts ihould do as to the 
Treaty, and we had full Power Delegated to us to a<St for the Narridg- 
teecks , iVowenvcks, and Arreraguntecooks and St. Francois, but the reafonof 
the Narridgwocks not coming in is altogether as new to us as it can be 
to you. 

Lt.Gov. Did the Belt come from the Narridgwocks. 

Wenemwtt, No they had no Hand in it. 

Lt.Gov. We expedfc you will fend us word when you are ready with 
your Anfwer to what we have faid to day. 

Wenemouett. We will let you know when we are ready.

Loron. W e will now give our Anfwer to what was faid Yefterday. 

And firfl give the Reafon why the Narridgwcck Tribe is not here, wefhall 
be very Plain, and tell the Truth and nothing but the Truth why they 
are not here- We fent a Meffenger over to the A Tarridgw cks t St.Francois^ 
and Wowen'cks, for them to come over here to the Treaty, to hear what w 
was faid, when tne Mefiengers were got to thofe Tribes they difeourfed 
’em and deliver’d their Melfage to come over here,but the St-Franc?is}Vin- 
nen’eks, and the Narridgwocks, made Anfwer that they would have the Pe- 
nobfeutt Chiefs with thefeGovernments come over there to hear theTreaty, 

There were Six of the Narridgwcck Indians came over to Penobjcutt this J 
Spring, they miffed of the Meffengers that were lent from Pembjcutt to 
Narridgwock; then Two went back and Four Raid till the Pen'bfcutt Mef¬ 
fengers return d with an Anfwer from the St. Francois , &c- with the two 
Belts 5 the Four Narridgw ^Indians that tarried behind would have come * 
here and have been prefent at the Ratification, but the Belts being fent 

occasioned 
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-bccafipn’d their not coding,, When the Belts came to Penobfcutt, we had 
Ad vice the n From the Governour of the Majjachufettfol his coming down 
to the Ratification, and the Four Narridgwock Indians toldt \\$ Penobfcutts 
to go on, and what ever they did was all one as if they were Prelent,and 
the Narrictgwocks after that went to Canada. 

Lt.Gov Is this the laftAccount you have had of the Narridgwockln&zns: 
. Loren. It’s but a little while fince they went away, and we have not 
heard from them fince, The laft Man that went away, when he went off 
he laid he would go foremoft to the Arrefaguntecook Indians, & difcourfe 
em on the MelTage they have fent, expe&ing that the Government and 
the Pcnohfcujt Chiefs will give an Anfwer alfo to the Belts as we are Bro¬ 
thers. This is what we Anfwer as to the Firft Part of what was laid to 
us Yefterday. Now we proceed to make Anfwer to the Second Part of 
Yefterdays Difcourfe. Every thing of the Treaty is very plain to us,and 
Cher . j . IS nothin S in t,ie way excepting the Two Houfes ; in cafe they 
could be removed a little further in,as we mentioned Yefterday. TheGo- 5 
vernour was mentioning that he would Settle no Lands, but what good 
Rights&Titles might be fet forth to, & in cafe theLands wereSold, we have 
a Number of Young People growing up who never were Acquainted of 
the Lands being Sold, The Government is a Great and RichGovernment, 
and if the Lands were Sold, they were Sold for a fmall matter,and Coft: 
but little, and it would be but a fmall matter for the Government to 
make Allowance for them, and give them up. 

Lt.Gov. What do you mean by making Allowance for the Lands. 

Loron, We defire that no Houfes or Settlements may be made to the 
Eaft ward of Pemmaquid , or above Arromfick , As for the Penobfcutt Tribe 
in particular, we don’t know that ever they Sold any Lands, That’s all 
we have to fay. 

Lt Gov. We ftiall be ready to make you an Anfwer to Morrow Morn- 
tng at Nine a-Clock, and ftiall Order the Signal to be made for you.

Loron. We have been tho’tful of, and Confulted what was faid to Dayv 
and now will give Anfwer to it. We underfiood the Governour was tho’tfui 
why the Narridgwck Indians were not here, We are alfo tho’tful. It is a 
Hindrance, fo far as we fhould be glad they fliould be fent for again, We are 
of Opinion if they fliould be fent for they would appear here forthwith, the 
jeafon why we menrion this is becaufe we would be very careful in what we 
do in our Proceedings, that none fliould break in upon our Proceedings, 
we fhould be very forty if any thing fhould happen amifs as to 
what we have done, we. are not knowing that any are defign’d or 
Intend to break our Treaty, but we are very tho’tful and Concern’d, that 
aione fhall do it. We infill upon the removal of thofe two Houfes which was 
mentioned laft Winter, we again make menrion of them now, and if they 
were removed there would be - no Difficulty among theTribes. We can't find, 
any Record in our Memory, nor in the Memory of Our Grand-Fathers that 
the Penobjfcutt Tribe have Sold' any Land, As to the. Deeds mentioned Laft 
**~ISfinter, made by Medoccewancbi and SbeepfcutJohn, they were nor Ftnobfcutt 
Indians, one:belonging to Mtchias Medockemondo, the other towards Bojhn, If 
we:could, find in reality rhat the Lands were Phrchafed: of the right Owners,, 
we fhould not have infilled: upon it, nor have opened-our Mouths,, we would, 
not pretend; torelL a Lye about ir„ for we know that God 1 will be angry with 
tike Marti th&t tells-a L.yej. We. do nee Eememhex of any Settlements a,t

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GtorgtX we remember a pretty while, and as long as we remember the 
Place where the Garrifon Hands was fill’d with Great Long Grown Trees. 
>\s to the mentioning of Prifoners as we told you la(t Winter, we had not 
one in our whole Tribe, fo we fay now, we have not one Prifoner in our 
Tribe, if we had we would have bro’t ‘em in long before now, all the Prifo- 
rers we took as we took them they were return’d to Bolton, or fent to Cana- 
ia totne French, and thofe that are among the French we have noCommand 
off We mention it over again, that if we had any Prifoners we fhould have 
brough t em in long ago, for we underftand it that the Peace was Concluded 
at the Signing the Articles almoft a Twelve-month ago, All the Controverfy 
now is about a- fmall Traft of Land, which is but a Trifle, and all is finifhed 
excepting that, which is a Trifle, We have nothing further to offer now, 
Lt.Gov. What, do you mean by having the Narridgwocks fent for, and 
that they would be liere if they were fent for, Are they within Call do 
you know > 

Indians. We believe if they were fent for they would be here fome 
time this Summer, we know where they were left- 
Lt -Gov. Where do you fuppdfe the hJarridgwock Indians are now. 
Lor on. We fuppofe they are at Arrefeguntecook, Wemonock, or Saint 
Francois , fcatter’d among them Tribes. 

Committee for Claims are here, ready in the Prefence 
of all the Governments here Aflembled to fet forth the Tides of the Eng- 
lijh to the Lands in the Eaftern Parts of this Government. 

then the Committee made a Beginning to Jhewthe Deeds of the Sagamore’s 
to the Lands about St. George's-River, and after fome time fpent therein , 
the Indians defired to refer the further Proceedings of that matter to fome 
other time , when they would take an Opportunity to‘ confider of it.

Lt.Gov. As to what you fay, that you fhall tell the French Indians 
you have not got any of the Captives, I have not told you that I would 
not deliver up the Captives, I defign you fhall have them all, I mean all 
fuch as are in the Hands of the Government- 

Loron. We fpeak Truly, we have no Englifh Captives in our Hands, 
but we fpeak for the Indians for thofe that are any where afar offi theic 
Eyes are looking upon us, and we would willingly fatisfy them as far as; 
we can. 

Lt■ Gov. I defign the Indian Captives fhall be fet at Liberty when I 
go to Boflon, and Saccarexes the Hoftage fhall alfo be fet at Liberty. 

There were feveral Perfons Attending whofe Friends and Relations 
are in the Hands of the French, who were Recommended to the Indians 
for their Aftiftance in getting them Returned home.
